This letter is in regard to your Freedom of Information Law (FOIL) request for all records our 
office has on file related to "any and all correspondence between the office of the Public 
Advocate for the City of New York, including Public Advocate Bill de Blasio, and the New York 
City Police Department between January 1, 2010 and September 16, 2013." Enclosed please find 
documents responsive to your request. 

Please note that certain records regarding the individual casework conducted by our Constituent 
Services Department have been withheld to prevent unwarranted invasion of personal privacy 
pursuant to Section 87 (2)(b) of Article 6 of the New York Public Officers Law. Additional 
documents have been withheld pursuant to Section 87 (2)(g) because they are inter-agency 
materials which are not statistical or factual tabulations or data, instructions to staff that affect 
the public, final agency policy or determinations, or external audits. Further, in accordance with 
NYPD policy and Section 87 (2)(f) of the Public Officers law, documents which, if disclosed, 
could endanger the life or safety of any person have also been withheld. This includes documents 
relating to the Public Advocate's security. 

This letter serves as a final determination regarding this FOIL request. Any appeal of this 
determination should be directed to Steven R. Newmark, Esq., Records Appeal Officer, at One 
Centre Street, 1 5 th Floor, New York, NY 1 0007 or by email at 
RecordAccessAppeals@pubadvocate.nyc.gov.

As you are well aware, today marked the one-year anniversary of Occupy Wall Street protests. In 
observance of this event, a series of protests have been held across New York City, concentrated in 
Lower Manhattan. Given the historical precedent of Occupy Wall Street protests and the City s 
response, 1 believe it is important that policymakers are fully informed of the preparations and planned 
responses of the New York City Police Department. 

Occupy Wall Street protest organizers have held a series of actions over the weekend and throughout the 
day today Some of these protests have been disruptive; most did not have city permits. In order to 
obtain greater clarity on these events, I request more information related to the following: 

, What is the NYPD's policy for Zuccotti Park, especially in terms of accessibility and use by the 
public? 

• How many additional police officers have been deployed in Lower Manhattan? 

• How many officers were tasked with providing additional security over the weekend? 

• What additional blockades, prohibited access areas, and checkpoints have been established by 
theNYPD? 

© What are the NYPD's contingency plans, should protests escalate or persist? 

Given the time-sensitive nature of these events, please provide a response to these questions as soon as 
possible. 1 look forward to seeing a comprehensive briefing on the NYPD's response to the Occupy 
Wall Street protests.

I write today with a growing unease over the provision of security m our City's public parks. In a 

no dents 2e serious, pressing concerns over the capacity of the Department of Parks and 
Recreato Td New York City Police Department to ensure the security and safety of our public 
. spaces. 

1 am concerned that the recent upticks in violent crime point to a larger problem of an under 
e sou c« i s infrastructure in our parks. Since the mid-1990s, we have seen the headcount 
for E fo cemen, officers diminished considerably. We now have fewer than 100 Parks 
Enforcement officers across all five boroughs. The New York City Police Department has 
sm naZs en considerable headcount reductions, further compounding the deficiency ,n ou, 
pil e afety resources and park security. With approximately 52,000 acres of urban parUand to 
secure, I am deeply concerned over the impact this diminished commitment ,s having on paik 
security. 

Despite these resource limitations, under no circumstances is it acceptable to disregard reports of 
crmnnal activity The public deserves greater clarity regarding the responsibi lines of Paik 
"ement officers and NYPD officers to respond to crime and ensure public safety m parks. 
In light of this, I request clarity on the following points:
